George McManus Still Refuses 
to. Discuss Killing of Fellow 
Gambler.

NEW YORK, Dec, 1.—The grand 
jury investigating the Arnold Roth- 
stein murder today awaited Dis- 
trict Attorney Banton’s next move 
in the construction of “what he 
termed ‘‘a beautiful case of cir- 
cumstantial evidence.’ - 

George’ A. McManus, the man 
who is thought to hold the kev 
to the murder, still sat tight-lipped 
in jail, refusing to talk about the 
killing of his fellow gambler. 

Nevertheless, the District Attor- 
ney said he was determined to go 
before the grand jury early next 
week without the direct evidence 
McManus might give and ask for 
indictments on circumstantial evi- 
dence alone. . Unless’ M2Manvus 
changes his attitude in the mean- 
while, the Prosecutor indicated, he 
may be named in the indictinents. 
McManus Agrecs to Continuance. 

Indictments were expected yes 
terday, but McManus, held on an 
affidavit charging murder, smiling- 
ly consented when it expired yester- 
day to have it extended until next 
Wednesday, Whereupon McMan- 
us was returned to jail and the 
grand jury, after questioning sev- 
eral additional witnesses, adjourned 
until Monday. 

Banton had indicated that if 
McManus did not agree to the 
postponement of his hearing on 
the murder charge he would ask 
the grand jury to hand down in- 
dictments .immediately in order to 
keep him under arrest. 

The circunfstantial evidence case, 
Banton asserted, is shaping up 
against McManus and two _ others 
so far named only as ‘‘Jane Doe” 
and “Richard Roe.” The ‘Jane 
Doe,” he said, “is a man, nota 
woman, as had been reported. 

Three More Gamblers Taken. 

“Tough Willie’ McCabe, Sam 
Boston and Meyer Boston have 
joined the contingent of Broadway 
gamblers held in bail as material 
witnesses... They are said to have

Commenting on the retiring 
grand jury recommendation yester- 
day that the new grand jury inves- 
tigate a North Side household 
show, Frank A. Scharlott, president 
of the North St. Louis Boosters, 
which gave the show, declared to- 
day that the exhibition had been a 
financial failure, 

The grand jury urged an inquiry, 
it said, because the show included 
an apparent lottery in which a 
house, automobile and other gifts 
were distributed among purchasers 
of admission tickets. 

Scharlott, who operates a “five- 
and-ten” store at 3948 West Flor- 
issant-avenue, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the organization had 
for its members five officers, and 
as exhibitors at its shows, normal- 
ly about 70. 

“We gave our first show in 
1924,’ Scharlott said, “and we have 
given one every fall since then. In 
1926 we had a slight loss which 
was madé up by an assessment of 
the exhibitors. The same was true 
this year. In 1927 we made a 
slight profit, which was divided 
among the exhibitors.” 

Coupons on Admission Tickets. 

The 1928 show was given at the 
Bilgere Building at Grand boule- 
vard and Dodier street from Oct. 23 
to 28, inclusive. Admission tickes 
at $1 each were sold throughout 
the city and county. Each ticket 
included six admission coupons, 
which were torn off the stub as pre- 
sented and dropped into a box at 
the door. 

The capital award was a bunga- 
low valued by the association in its 
advertising at $22,500. Mrs. Frank 
Coiro of 7101 Pershing avenue, to 
whom the bungalow was awarded, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, how- 
ever, that it was worth only $15,- 
000 and that she sold it at that 
price. It is a five-room structure 
at West Florissant avenue and 
Kingshighway Northwest. 

In addition to the capital award, 
an automobile and 30 other prizes 
were given away each night of the 
show. ‘The other prizes included 
radio sets, washing machines, vac- 
uum cleaners, famps, furniture and 
the like. 

The North St. Louis Boosters op- 
erate under a pro forma decree of 
incgrporation, according to Schar- 
lott, which means 
technically a nonprofit-making or- 
ganization. Besides Scharlott, the 
officers are Leonard Herman, a 
grocer, vice president; Harry Fol- 
sing, a real estate agent, treasurer; 
Herman Schemme, a tailor, secre- 
tary, and Emil Schwarting, clothier, 
sergceant-at-arnis. 

Grand Jury Report. 

“Our attention,” the grand jury 
said, in its final report, ‘‘was di- 
rected to alleged violations of the 
law involving lotteries and gift en- 
terprises.

In Naples, the cry “Down with 
I'rance!"’ was shouted through the 
streets and several hundred dem- 
onstrators rushed the French con- 
sulate there, but the police held 
them in check, 

Col. Rasponi, disabled Italian of- 
ficer holding three French war 
medals, sent them back to Presi- 
dent Doumergue with an indignant 
letter protesting against the sen- 
tence imposed upon Di Modugno. 

The ultra-Fascist newspaper, 
Impero, praises Rasponi’s action 
and urges all patriotic Italians 
holding French decorations to fol- 
low his example.

Tomorrow night the President- 
elect and his party are to board 
the Cleveland for the trip back 
to the Maryland and anchor will 
be weighed late in the day for 
Callao, Peru, the next port of call. 
Irom Callao Hoover will go to 
Lima, the capital city, to be greet- 
ed and entertained by fPresident 
Leguia. 

Ecuador, the country’ selected 
for the first stop on the good will 
tour of South America, has a pop- 
ulation estimated at 1,500,000 with 
cacao as the principal product. 

Bolivia May Send Delegation. 

Time limitations will not permit 
the President-elect to visit Bolivia, 
but nevertheless, he may be greet- 
ed by Foreign Minister Palaccio 
and other Cabinet members. The 
Maryland is expected to stop for 
that purpose at some Chilean. port 
between Arica and Valparaiso.

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MR. BRITTEN AND THE NAVY. 


It is not plain that Congressman Britten, in his ca- 
pacity as chairman of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, exceeded his authority when he asked for a 
conference on naval affairs between members of our 
own Congress and the British Parliament. 

This same point arose when Senator Borah, chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
communicated with the Governments of Mexico and 
Nicaragua. Mr. Borah was reminded that the Logan 
act was designed to prevent this very 


ernments. The Idaho Senator’s reply to this was 
that as chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee 
of the Senate. he is a responsible part of our own 
Covernment and its foreign affairs. He did not imag- 
|ine that anyone would make at him with the Logan 
jact, and nobody did. 3 

| Jt seems to us that what was true of Senator 
Borah. as chairman of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee in the Senate is also true of Congressman 
Britten as chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee 
of the House. Granting that either could seriously 
embarrass the ‘President and the State Department 
by unwarranted interference in foreign affairs, it is 
still true that their responsibility may not always 
acquiesce in failure of their superiors to act in a 
matter which threatens the peace of the country. 
This was what Mr. Borah did, and it is what Mr. 
Britten has done. There are innumerable precedents 
for what they have done. Indeed, private citizens, 
even since the Logan act was devised to induce cau- 
tion upon the part of all persons acting over the 
Government’s head, have exerted sometimes effective 
influence against war by appealing directly to for- 
eign countries. 

We have a more experienced demonstration of the 
relations of a whole people to whatever threatens 
their peace in what is happening in England with 
respéct to the naval controversy. Not the Govern- 
ment alone, but the press and prominent citizens of 
all political parties, are concerning themselves with 
this great problem and quite openly discussing it. 
The English would not be greatly surprised if some- 
one less than the Premier or the Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs made a suggestion even to Mr. Coolidge. 
Mr.. Baldwin, the Premier, has encouraged greater 
contact and more discussion between ourselves and 
the English. It was in response to his general invi- 
tation to everybody to speak out that Congressman 
Britten cabled him suggesting a conference between 
members of Congress and members of Parliament. 

It is not a sufficient retort that the crisis does 
not justify what Mr. Britten has done. The London 
News thinks he has rendered both countries a great 
service by proposing to substitute common sense for 
diplomacy.

“Few professions are higher paid 
than that of matrimony—for a 
woman. Few are, as a general 
rule, more inefficiently bungled. 
This is specially true of America— 
where I honestly think that the ma- 
jority of wives do absolutely noth- 
ing to earn their keep.

“Haloes have no place about the 
heads of the wives of today, who 
expend rather less care upon the 
business of matrimony than a sie- 
nographer would upon a shorthand 
note of an employer's letter. 

‘“Wifehood is the most protected 
industry in the world! Wouldn't 
you think, then, that the tiniest 
sense of honor would compel all 
women who enter into it to fulfill 
loyally—even generously—a _ con- 
tract so difficult to enforce? Most 
of them never even look at it in 
that way.” 

Instead, according\te this scari- 
fying critic, we have the woman 
who marries for a permanent meal 
ticket, a car, jewels and all the 
other creature comforts; who 
merely lives in a man’s house, “tak- 
ing everything he offers as though 
her mere acceptance conferred un- 
told reward . . . one of thousands 
of worthless little parasites .. 
accepting a salary for doing noth- 
ing at all . . . not even having 
enough self-respect to pay for what 
they get by being pleasant in the 
evenings—if they don’t feel like 
being pleasant.” 

“How many wives are worth 
their keep?” Diana Bourbon rhet- 
orically challenges. 

Of the sort she pictures, none. 
But, to quote her own demand 
upon her readers, “How many of 
those wives do you krow? Hon- 
estly, mind!” 

We have known just one, and 
we’re not sure about her. It 
seemed to us that she gave her 
husband as little as Miss Bourbon 
thinks most wives give; yet after 
she had divorced him and before 
the decree became final, he want- 
ed her to come back. Evidently 
then, she was “worth her keep” 
to HIM! ‘The instance simply 
proves how inadequate must be the 
outsider’s hostile criticism of the 
American wife—how little the out- 
sider knows to justify the verdict 
of “guilty.”

HE modern exquisite is not 
T content with a bath 

merely cleansing. It must 
beautifying as well. 
right.

Silky. exquisite skin, 
bodily fragrance, nerves gently all 
a-tingle, circulation perfect—like 
virtue this sort of thing is its own 
reward.

This “milk” comes 
from the drug store and is nothing 
more or less than tincture of ben- 
zoin. A teaspoonful or two added 
to the bath water will give it a 
milky appearance and will give the 
Skin a remarkable softness ana 
smoothness. Used regularly, once 
or twice a week, it has a decided 
bleaching effect, too. However, it 
is not what one would cal! inex- 
pensive. 

Specially nice these brisk morn- 
ings is the cold-air bath. It is to 
be taken in a’cold, but not a drafty 
room, and consists simply of a 
dry rub-down with a rough towel 
for about five minutes. But it 
makes you feel like a million dol- 
lars! 

Now I am going to give you a 
real bath lotion, something for you 
to treat yourself to when you feel 
like being extravagant. The ingre- 
dients are: Bitter almonds 8 grams, 
sweet almonds 32 grams, rose wa- 
ter 180 grams, benzoic acid 1 gram. 
Steep the almonds in some of the 
rose water until they are softened, 
do not let them “oil.” Strain-and 
add the rest of the ingredients.
